Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  Health  of  Wood 
Green  for  the  year  1908. 

NEW  BUILDINGS,  1908. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  course  of  erection 
during  the  year  was  430.  Of  these  289  were  completed  for 
occupation,  the  remaining  141  being  incomplete  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  buildings  have  been

The  total  number  of  Plans  laid  before  the  Council  was  86,  of 
which  81  were  approved  and  5  disapproved — the  approved  plans 
representing  189  dwelling  houses,  1  factory  and  warehouse,  24 
stables  and  sheds,  4  public  buildings,  39  alterations  and  additions, 
1  lock-up  shop,  1  bakehouse. 


POPULATION. 

The  total  number  of  completed  houses  in  December,  1908,  was 
9,791.  Allowing  7  per  cent,  for  empty  houses,  and  calculating  5'66 
persons  to  each  occupied  house,  the  Population  at  the  end  of  the 
year  would  be  51,551. 

By  a  similar  calculation,  the  Population  in  December,  1907, 
was  50,017. 

The  mean  of  these  numbers,  50,784,  would  represent  the 
Population  in  June,  1908,  and  I  have  taken  50,500,  as  the  average 
Population  of  the  District  for  the  present  Report. 


BIRTHS. 

1,282  Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  634  boys  and  648 
girls,  which  corresponds  to  an  annual  rate  of  25‘38  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 
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DEATHS. 

384  Deaths  were  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,

The  total  number  is  therefore  460,  from  which  is  deducted  3 
deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  Passmore  Edwards 
Hospital. 
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The  corrected  number  is  therefore  457,  which  is  equal  to  an 
annual  rate  of  9’05  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  previous  10  years  was  1 1*35. 

To  compare  this  death  rate  with  that  of  England  and  Wales, 
allowance  must  be  made  for  the  more  favourable  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population  of  Wood  Green.  This  is  done  by 
multiplying  the  recorded  death  rate  by  a  “  factor  for  correction  ”  (in 
our  case,  1 ’09801),  a  figure  obtained  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  County  by  a  somewhat  elaborate  calculation,  founded 
on  the  figures  of  the  last  census.  The  corrected  death  rate  for 
Wood  Green  is  9'93  for  the  year  1908. 

There  were  105  deaths  of  children  under  1  year,  which 
corresponds  to  a  rate  of  81*9  deaths  for  every  1,000  births. 

The  average  for  the  previous  10  years  was  115  deaths  to  every 
1,000  births. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  5  years  was  133,  which  is  equal 
to  a  rate  of  2’63  per  1,000  of  the  general  population,  against  3*51 
and  3*93  per  1,000  in  the  two  previous  years. 

There  were  43  deaths  from  various  forms  of  Tubercular  Disease, 
27  of  which  were  from  Phthisis,  against  34  and  36  in  the  two 
previous  years. 

There  were  85  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System 
against  73  and  98  for  the  two  previous  years. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  of  the 
Registrar-General  (Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever  and  Diarrhoea)  were  32,  which  corresponds 
to  an  annual  rate  of  ‘53,  against  1’06  per  1,000  in  1907. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  or  Typhus  was  notified  during  the  year 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

146  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  with  1  death,  against 
235  cases  with  1  death  in  1907. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

68  Cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  with  2  deaths,  against 
80  cases  with  8  deaths  in  1907.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

7  Cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  with  3  deaths  were  notified,  against 
11  cases  with  1  death  in  1907. 

In  addition  1  death,  of  a  woman  of  41,  which  occurred  from 
Typhoid  in  Napsbury  Asylum,  is  included  in  the  statistics.

MEASLES. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Measles,  against  20  in  1907. 

In  November  there  was  an  exceptional  number  of  absences 
from  the  Noel  Park  Infant  School  on  account  of  Measles,  and  it  was 
found  that  the  greatest  proportion  came  from  one  particular  class¬ 
room  attended  by  the  younger  children.  The  closure  of  this 
classroom  until  the  holidays  had  the  effect  of  stopping  any  further 
marked  spread  of  the  disease. 

DIARRHOEA. 

There  were  16  fatal  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  14  of  which  were  in 
children  under  1  year,  against  9  fatal  cases  in  1907. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  9  fatal  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  in  children  under 
5  years,  against  13  in  1907. 

There  were  30  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified  with  2  deaths, 
against  25  cases  with  no  deaths  in  1907. 

15  deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza  as  a  primary  cause, 
against  10  in  1907. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL.

By  an  arrangement  entered  into  between  this  Council  with  the 
Hornsey  Borough  Council,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid 
Fever  are  to  be  received  into  the  Hornsey  Isolation  Hospital, 
Coppetts  Road,  Muswell  Hill,  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the 
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6th  day  of  June,  1905,  the  Council  paying  Hornsey  ^3,600  by 
Instalments  toward  the  enlargement  ot  the  Hospital,  and  £\  17s.  6d. 
weekly  per  patient,  this  sum  to  include  the  removal  of  patients. 

In  the  event  of  the  Hornsey  Council  not  agreeing  to  accept 
patients  from  Wood  Green  for  a  further  5  years  at  the  expiration  of 
the  10  years  Agreement  as  above,  the  Hornsey  Council  to  return 
^"1,000  of  the  ^3,600  paid  towards  enlargement  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  contains  130  beds,  and  neither  District  is  to  have 
any  preference  as  to  admission,  but  the  beds  are  to  be  occupied 
from  each  District  according  to  the  accommodation  available. 
During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  admitted  all  the  cases  where 
removal  has  been  required. 

The  Hospital  is  managed  entirely  by  the  Hornsey  Borough 
Council,  with  a  resident  Medical  Officer,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Hornsey  acting  as  the  Hospital  Medical  Superintendent. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  in  the  Isolation  Hospital — 

1  of  Diphtheria  the  day  after  admission, 

1  of  Scarlet  fever  38  days  after  admission. 

RETURN  CASES. 

The  following  cases  were  probably  return  cases  from  the 
Hospital  as  no  other  history  could  be  traced. 

Unfortunately,  although  the  greatest  care  is  exercised  in  the 
discharge  of  Patients,  these  return  cases  will  occur,  and  is  a  problem 
in  connection  with  all  Isolation  Hospitals. 

(a)  Suffering  from  Diphtheria  was  in  Hospital  29  days  ; 
14  days  after  discharge  2  more  cases  in  same  family. 

(b)  Suffering  from  Diphtheria,  was  in  Hospital  116  days  ; 
3  days  after  discharge  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  same 
house. 
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(c)  Suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  was  in  Hospital  46  days  ; 
8  days  after  discharge  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  same 
family. 

(d)  Suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  was  in  Hospital  48  days  ; 
3  days  after  discharge  same  patient  removed  with  a 
recurrence  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

(e)  Two  patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  in 
Hospital  53  and  49  days  respectively  ;  8  days  after 
discharge  one  patient  developed  Diphtheria. 

In  this  latter  case  allegation  was  made  that  the  child  had  been 
discharged  with  Swollen  Glands  on  the  right  side  of  the  neck,  but 
the  allegation  was  not  made  in  time  for  me  to  see  the  child  in  the 
early  stage. 

The  matter. was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  at  the  Hospital,  and  he  denied  that  any  child  had  been 
discharged  from  the  Hospital  with  either  Swollen  Glands,  or,  so  far 
as  he  could  judge,  perfectly  recovered  from  Scarlet  Fever.

The  methods  of  Disinfection  in  the  District  are  fumigation  of 
the  Patient’s  room  by  Formalin  Tablets,  the  bedding  is  then  taken 
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to  the  Disinfecting  Station  in  a  special  van,  and  put  through  a 
Washington  Lyon  Steam  Disinfector,  after  which  the  bedding  is 
returned  in  another  van. 

In  most  cases  Notice  is  served  upon  the  owner  of  the  premises 
to  strip  and  cleanse  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  room,  and  where 
upholstered  furniture  has  been  left  in  the  room  this  is  sprayed  by 
the  Council’s  men  with  a  solution  of  Formalin. 

As  in  past  years  Anti-Diptheritic  Serum  has  been  kept  at  the 
Town  Hall,  the  residences  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  use  in  urgent  cases  or  cases  where 
patients  have  been  too  poor  to  afford  its  purchase.  48  Tubes  of 
Anti-Diptheritic  Serum  have  been  supplied  to  medical  practitioners, 
while  35  Bacteriological  Examinations  have  been  made  by  the 
Clinical  Research  Association,  with  whom  the  Council  have  arranged 
special  terms. 

Before  a  patient  can  be  moved  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  the 
parents  or  nearest  relative  are  required  to  sign  an  Agreement  to  pay 
a  proportion  of  the  cost  toward  maintenance  except  in  pauper  cases, 
or  where  the  parent  is  out  of  employment,  or  from  other  causes  too 
poor  to  contribute. 

•  The  Agreement  is  a  cause  of  almost  universal  dissatisfaction, 
and  of  course  causes  delay  in  the  removal  of  infectious  patients  for 
the  reason  set  forth  in  my  Report  of  last  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification  of  Tuberculosis  is  not  compulsory  in  this  District, 
but  a  letter  was  sent  to  each  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  that 
disinfection,  & c.,  would  be  carried  out  free  of  charge  in  any  case 
where  they  thought  desirable.  During  the  year  6  rooms  were 
disinfected  after  deaths  from  Phthisis,  and  the  bedding,  &c., 
disinfected. 

Beyond  the  Parish  Infirmary  no  provision  is  made  for  hospital 
accommodation. 
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DUST  DESTRUCTOR. 

The  Dust  Destructor  erected  by  Messrs.  Heenan  &  Froude,  to 
which  I  made  reference  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1907,  was  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  end  of  May  this  year,  and  has  been  found  to  comply 
with  all  the  requirements  specified,  viz.  :  to  destroy  45  tons  of 
refuse  in  24  hours. 

The  steam  generated  is  used  for  working  a  Mortar  Mill, 
Dynamos  for  lighting  up  the  Depot,  and  the  Disinfecting  Apparatus, 
and  the  Committee  have  now  under  consideration  the  erection  of 
Public  Baths,  for  the  heating  of  which  enough  steam  could  be 
generated  by  house  refuse  from  the  District. 

The  scheme  for  Public  Baths  has  not  yet  assumed  definite 
form,  but  will  probably  be  placed  on  the  Council’s  land  adjoining 
the  Destructor,  and  thus  obviate  the  erection  of  costly  plant  to 
supply  heat. 

A  cottage  has  been  erected  at  the  entrance  to  the  Depot 
together  with  a  weighbridge,  so  that  the  house  refuse  is  now 
weighed  as  it  comes  into  the  Destructor,  and  the  times  booked 
when  the  dust  carts  enter  and  leave  the  Depot,  enabling  us  to  keep 
a  thorough  check  on  weight  and  time. 

The  cost  of  Destructor  is  as  follows  : —

LADY  HEALTH  VISITOR. 

The  Lady  Health  Visitor  whom  the  Council  appointed  as  a 
Temporary  measure  in  December,  1907,  has  now  been  at  work  for 
12  months,  and  the  work  she  has  done  during  that  time  will  be 
found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  out  of  1,211  Births,  854  were 
breast  fed  babies. 
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She  is  also  doing  useful  work  in  visiting  Outworkers,  Work¬ 
shops,  and  Houses  where  it  is  found  that  the  occupiers  are  not  so 
clean  as  might  be.  All  this  work,  while  not  perhaps  shewing  on  the 
surface,  must  in  time  bear  good  fruit  on  the  health  of  the  District. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

This  Act  came  into  force  after  being  duly  advertised  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  on  the  1st  October, 
1908,  circulars  were  issued  by  the  Council  to  the  Midwives  and 
Medical  Practitioners  of  the  District,  but  so  far  the  Notifications 
have  not  come  to  hand  as  readily  as  they  might.  Possibly  it  will 
take  some  little  time  for  the  Act  to  become  more  widely  known. 

The  Notifications  received  from  October  to  December  were  29. 

BY-LAWS. 

The  following  By-Laws  and  Regulations  are  in  force  within  the

By-Laws  for  the  Prevention  of  Nuisances  arising  from  the 
keeping  of  Animals  so  as  to  be  injurious  to  Health, 
made  September,  1901. 

By-Law  for  the  paving  of  Yards  and  open  Spaces,  made 
September,  1893. 
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The  Council’s  Act  of  1903  embraces  many  useful 
Clauses  for  dealing  with  the 

Giving  of  Notice  before  Alteration  of  Drains, 

Ice  Crean  Dealers, 

Tuberculous  Milk,  &c. 

By-Laws  for  dealing  with  Houses  let  in  Lodgings  have  been 
considered  by  the  Council  and  are  now  before  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  for  approval. 

By-Laws  with  respect  to  Tents  and  Vans  are  also  receiving  the 
consideration  of  the  Committee. 

The  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1908,  has  not  yet  been 
adopted,  but  it  is  being  considered  by  the  Committee,  and  as 
many  useful  clauses  are  contained  therein,  I  trust  they  will  soon 
be  adopted.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  report  on  the  result  of  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  during  the  year  1908. 

I  wish  in  the  first  place  to  recall  your  recollection  to  the 
arrangements  you  have  made  for  this  object. 

I  was  appointed  in  July,  1907,  to  enquire  into  the  health  and 
physical  condition  of  the  children,  but  I  found  that  alone  I  was 
unable  to  deal  adequately  with  the  number  that  required  immediate 
attention.  I  advised  that  as  a  temporary  measure  two  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  should  be  appointed,  one  of  whom  might  be  a  lady, 
devoting  half  a  school  day  to  the  work,  and  two  nurses  to  devote 
their  whole  time.  I  also  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
provide  weighing  and  measuring  machines,  certain  instruments  and 
glasses  for  diagnosis,  and  some  card  system  of  registering  results 
which  would  save  time  and  labour  in  administration. 

Dr.  T.  Slater  Jones  was  appointed  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in 
June,  to  devote  one  half  school  day  to  the  duty  of  Inspection  ;  an 
adequate  card  system  was  provided  in  July  ;  Nurse  Humphreys 
was  appointed  to  take  up  her  duties  after  the  Summer  Holidays  ; 
and  weighing  and  measuring  machines  were  provided  in  September. 

The  Committee’s  arrangements  are  entirely  of  a  temporary 
nature,  but  as  they  have  only  been  in  force  during  four  months  of 
the  year,  I  am  not  yet  in  a  position  to  advise  as  to  how  far  they 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Education,  or  will  prove 
capable  of  dealing  effectively  with  the  problem  with  which  we  are 
confronted. 

Details  Of  Inspection. — The  Schedule  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  as  to  the  details  to  be  recorded,  was  adopted  for  our 
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Cards.  The  appearance,  physique,  condition  of  the  clothes,  the 
cleanliness,  teeth,  throat,  ears  and  eyes  was  invariably  enquired  into 
and  recorded,  and  the  acuity  of  vision  tested  with  Schnellen’s  types. 

As  a  rule  no  detailed  examination  was  made  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  heart  and  lungs,  and  the  children  were  seldom  stripped  for 
this  purpose.  Children  who  were  attending  a  hospital  or  were 
under  the  care  of  some  medical  man,  were  passed  over  quickly,  as 
were  those  who  appeared  robust,  of  good  colour,  and  who  presented 
no  history  or  appearance  of  disease. 

The  average  time  given  to  each  child  by  the  Medical  Officers 
would  be  between  3  and  4  minutes.  The  cleanliness  and  sight 
testing  were  previously  noted  by  the  Nurse,  those  children  who 
failed  to  pass  the  vision  test  being  afterwards  examined  by  one  of 
the  Medical  Officers. 

I  have  appended  tables  giving  the  numerical  results,  the  number 
examined,  and  the  number  of  defects  found. 

Under  Defects  Of  Nutrition  are  noted  those  children 
who  are  thin  and  anaemic,  pinched  and  lacking  in  vitality — the 
merely  thin,  if  otherwise  healthy,  are  not  included.  Under  this 
head  are  included  the  generally  delicate  children,  of  poor  physique, 
and  in  some  cases  the  habitually  underfed,  although  it  is  by  no 
means  easy  to  distinguish  the  underfed  in  all  cases. 

Under  Defective  Cleanliness  is  noted  in  most  cases  the 
presence  of  lice  or  their  eggs  in  the  hair  or  clothing  of  the 
children.  It  has  been  painful  to  notice  numbers  of  clean  and 
obviously  well  cared  for  children  with  traces  of  Pedeculosis  which 
must  have  been  contracted  at  School.  This  is  one  disgrace  to  our 
School  System,  which  I  hope  to  see  removed  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Teachers  and  the  Nurse.  Notice  of  this  condition  is  sent  to 
the  parents,  and  in  bad  cases  an  inspection  of  the  homes  of  the 
children  is  made. 

Under  Defective  Teeth  is  noted  the  presence  of  four  or 
more  decayed  teeth.  A  perfect  set  of  teeth,  with  no  evidence  of 
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decay,  has  been  extremely  rare  in  my  experience,  and  four  has  been 
chosen  somewhat  arbitrarily  as  evidence  of  defect,  although  any 
evidence  of  decay  would  logically  be  evidence  of  defect.  I  have 
not  gone  thoroughly  into  this  matter  yet,  but  my  impression  is 
that  less  than  5  per  cent,  of  the  children  have  perfect  teeth. 

Under  Defects  of  Throat  and  Nose  are  noted  chiefly 
the  presence  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoid  growths  of  the  Naso¬ 
pharynx.  The  mere  presence  of  slight  enlarged  tonsils,  which  is 
extremely  common,  is  not  included,  nor  the  presence  of  slight 
growths  which  do  not  affect  the  health  of  the  child. 

Under  (1)  Disease  Of  the  Eye  is  included  chiefly  the 
external  inflammations,  conjunctivitis  and  blepharitis,  &c.,  and 

(2)  Defects  of  Vision. 

Defective  eyesight,  undoubtedly,  hinders  a  child’s  education, 
and  in  many  instances  causes  considerable  physical  suffering.  When 
due  to  errors  of  refraction,  suitable  glasses  will  in  most  cases  remove 
this  disability,  and  it  is  the  obvious  duty  of  parents  to  see  that 
everything  possible  should  be  done  in  this  direction.  Although  we 
found  on  subsequent  visits  that  many  of  the  children  we  had 
reported  on  had  been  provided  with  glasses,  there  are  a  considerable 
number  with  defective  vision  for  whom,  after  many  months,  nothing 
has  been  done. 

Under  Mental  Condition  is  included  (1)  the  exceptionally 

dull  and  backward  and  (2)  the  Mentally  Defective. 

The  dull  and  backward  are  often  merely  a  year  or  two  behind 
their  fellows,  and  even  if  they  remain  through  life  exceptionally 
stupid  they  are  seldom  incapable  of  looking  after  themselves  in  after 
life  with  perhaps  less  than  average  success. 

The  Mentally  Deficient,  however,  who  cannot  be  classed 
as  an  idiot  or  an  imbecile  always  remains  at  a  permanent  disad¬ 
vantage,  and  can  seldom  or  never  be  trusted  to  conduct  his  life  or 
earn  his  living  without  lifelong  supervision.  The  fact  that  this  class 
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annually  adds  to  the  number  of  the  unemployable  and  the  unem¬ 
ployed,  the  criminals  and  the  vagrants,  the  habitual  drunkards  and 
the  prostitutes,  renders  it  a  matter  of  great  concern  for  the  nation  to 
provide  exceptionally  careful  training  and  supervision  in  childhood. 
They  cannot  be  taught  with  advantage  in  an  ordinary  School,  and 
special  classes  with  specially  trained  teachers  must  be  provided. 
The  number  I  have  recorded  included  those  met  with  during  our 
inspection  ;  many  of  them  have  been  pointed  out  by  the  teachers. 
There  are,  however,  a  certain  number  who  gravitate  to  small  private 
schools,  where  the  competition  and  stress  of  School  life  is  less 
exacting.  They  vary  in  sex  and  age,  in  place  of  abode,  and  in 
general  health ;  and  it  would  be  difficult  and  expensive  for  Wood 
Green  alone  to  provide  classes  and  teachers  to  meet  every  case.  I 
think,  however,  that  a  beginning  might  be  made  by  forming  a 
temporary  or  experimental  class  which  might  at  first  include  a 
mixture  of  the  very  stupid  and  the  really  defective,  leaving  the 
formulation  of  a  thorough  and  comphrehensive  scheme  to  the 
combined  action  of  a  group  of  neighbouring  authorities. 

In  addition  to  this  number  of  Defectives  met  with  during  the 
inspection,  10  cases  of  varying  degrees  of  imbecility  came  before 
the  Committee,  three  were  referred  to  the  Guardians,  and  passed 
under  their  care,  but  none  were  treated  directly  by  this  Committee 
itself. 

Infectious  Disease. — Cases  of  Ringworm,  contagious 
impetigo,  and  other  infectious  complaints  were  met  with  during  the 
inspection,  but  I  regret  that  the  figures  available  are  too  incomplete 
and  imperfect  to  be  worth  rendering.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
conditions  under  which  the  Imperial  Grant  is  made  have  tended  in 
many  more  or  less  subtle  ways  to  favour  the  spread  of  Infectious 
Disease  in  Schools.  Exaggerated  importance  comes  to  be  attached 
to  a  high  average  attendance  or  percentage  of  attendances,  a  matter 
of  importance,  but,  in  itself,  absolutely  worthless  as  a  test  of  the 
efficiency  of  a  school.  Under  present  conditions,  the  Education 
Authority  which  exercises  the  greatest  care  in  excluding  possible 
cases  of  infection  from  its  schools,  and  makes  proper  allowance  for 
the  irregular  attendance  of  delicate  children,  runs  a  risk  of  losing  an 
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amount  of  grant  in  direct  proportion  to  the  care  and  intelligence  it 
displays. 

I  am  aware  that  there  is  another  side  to  the  question,  and  that 
parents  will  make  use  of  the  excuse  of  sickness  to  cover  their  own 
carelessness,  self  interest,  or  greed,  and  I  agree  that  no  effort  should 
be  spared  to  counteract  and  to  punish  any  such  abuse.  On  the 
other  hand  a  higher  sense  of  public  duty  should  be  fostered  and 
encouraged,  and  parents  should  be  taught  that  they  incur  the  just 
resentment  of  their  neighbours,  if  they,  through  ignorance  or 
carelessness,  send  their  children  to  school  in  a  condition  liable  to  be 
a  danger  to  others.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  careless  and 
unconscientious  parent  should  soon  become  known  and  that  the 
attention  of  the  Attendance  Officers  should  be  specially  directed 
to  them,  and  that  with  the  assistance  of  the  Teachers,  the  Medical 
Inspector,  and  the  Nurse,  the  average  parents  can  be  taught  to 
assist  in  preventing  the  spread  of  Infection  by  the  Schools.  The 
Attendance  Officers  should  not  be  allowed  to  waste  their  time 
in  making  useless  inquiries  in  those  cases  where  the  parents  are 
quite  well  known  to  the  Teacher  to  be  careful  and  conscientious, 
and  should  be  taught  that  a  most  important  part  of  their  duties  is 
to  assist  in  the  prevention  of  disease  by  immediate  notification  of 
any  case  that  comes  to  their  knowledge.  Nothing  should  be 
allowed  tending  to  bias  the  mind  of  Teachers  or  Officials  to  the 
detriment  of  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  child. 

I  must  claim  the  indulgence  of  the  Committee  for  the  numerous 
imperfections  and  omissions  connected  both  with  the  work  of 
Inspection  which  I  have  directed  and  with  this  Report. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  information  and  advice 
and  the  invariably  kind  and  courteous  assistance  I  have  received 
from  the  Teachers  and  from  the  Officers  of  the  Education 
Authority.

The  Slaughter  House  and  business  at  201,  High  Road  changed 
hands  in  the  latter  part  of  last  year,  and  the  new  occupier  made  an 


A 
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Application  for  a  License  to  continue  the  use  of  the  existing 
Building  as  a  Slaughter  House. 

After  veiy  careful  consideration  by  the  Council,  and  the  occupier 
had  carried  out  extensive  alterations  to  the  Slaughterhouse,  and 
promised  to  provide  new  lairage  in  connection  therewith,  the 
Council  granted  a  12  months  License  to  Mr.  Edwards,  under  the 
powers  conferred  upon  them  by  Section  29  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1890. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  Mr.  Edwards  is  erecting  new  Stables, 
&c.,  at  the  rear  of  his  premises,  in  which  is  included  the  new  lairage 
according  to  his  promise.  The  work  would  have  been  done  earlier 
in  the  year  but  difficulties  with  the  Freeholder  of  the  land  and 
Freeholders  of  the  adjoining  land  arose  which  delayed  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  buildings. 

One  Slaughter  House,  as  in  previous  years,  is  only  used  for 
killing  a  few  sheep  during  the  Summer  months,  only  on  two 
occasions  have  I  found  the  place  being  used. 

The  Slaughterhouses  generally  have  been  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  Bye-Laws,  and  visits  paid  at  the  times  when  Slaughtering 
was  actually  in  progress. 

During  the  year,  the  Butchers,  Fruiterers  and  Fishmongers 
shops,  also  the  Dining  Rooms  have  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time,  particular  attention  being  given  to  the  Saturday  night  market 
in  the  High  Road. 

No  seizures  have  been  made  during  the  year  ;  on  a  few 
occasions  a  small  quantity  of  fruit  (particularly  apples),  has  been 
found,  which  has  been  immediately  removed  and  destroyed  when  I 
called  attention  to  the  same,  the  quantity  being  so  small  that  I 
think  it  was  rather  carelessness  than  any  attempt  to  sell  unsound 
food. 

Two  boxes  of  Figs  which  were  mouldy  were  brought  to  my 
house  one  Saturday  night  about  11  o’clock,  which  had  been  bought 
from  a  coster  in  the  High  Road.  I  immediately  went  in  search  of 
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the  Coster  who  I  was  informed  had  a  large  stock  on  his  barrow, 
but  the  purchaser  had  told  him  where  he  was  going  to  take  the  figs 
and,  needless  to  remark,  by  the  time  I  had  got  down  to  the  High 
Road,  the  Coster  had  gone  ;  a  look  out  was  kept  for  him  returning 
on  subsequent  Saturdays,  but  he  failed  to  put  in  an  appearance. 

A  piece  of  “  Fishy  Pork”  was  also  brought  to  my  house,  but 
too  late  to  stop  the  sale  of  pork  from  which  the  piece  had  been  cut, 
the  remainder  had  been  made  into  pies,  which  are  sold  wholesale 
from  the  butcher’s  shop  in  question. 

Most  of  the  Meat  sold  in  the  District  passes  through  the 
London  markets  where  it  has  already  been  subject  to  inspection, 
and  no  really  low  class  trade  is  done  in  Wood  Green.

The  Council  collect  the  House  refuse  of  the  District  making  a 
weekly  call  at  each  house,  the  Dustmen  are  employed  direct  by  the 
Council,  while  the  Horse  and  Carmen  are  employed  by  Contract,  the 
8  vans  employed  being  the  property  of  the  District  Council. 


The  Refuse  Destructor  erected  at  the  Moat  House  Depot  was 
opened  on  the  30th  May,  1908,  and  we  commenced  taking  the  whole 
of  the  Refuse  to  the  Destructor  on  the  1st  June,  1908. 


1  need  hardly  say  that  the  change  from  Shooting  Refuse  on 
vacant  land  in  the  District  to  the  Refuse  Destructor  has  been  a 
distinct  gain  not  only  from  a  Sanitary  point  of  view,  but  I  have  been 
able  to  collect  the  House  Refuse  with  8  carts  (except  at  Holiday 
times)  instead  of  9  and  10  Carts  as  in  former  years. 
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The  weighing  of  the  Refuse  on  the  Weighbridge  fixed  at  the 
Destructor  Works,  has  also  enabled  me  to  see  at  a  glance  from  which 
part  of  the  district  any  light  loads  have  come,  and  to  inqure  into  the 
reason  for  the  same,  and  generally  to  control  the  work  of  each  Cart. 

I  think  it  should  he  noted  the  few  complaints  received  during 
the  year  of  the  non-removal  of  house  refuse,  and  in  several  of  these 
it  was  found  the  occupiers  of  the  houses  were  not  at  home  when  the 
dustmen  called. 


ICE  CREAM  DEALERS. 

There  are  52  Premises  on  the  Register  where  Ice  Cream  is 
made,  each  of  which  have  been  visited  during  the  year,  and  in  only 
one  case  was  it  necessary  to  call  the  occupier’s  attention  to  the  dirty 
state  of  his  premises,  this  was  remedied  without  any  further  action 
being  required. 

All  the  premises  are  Shops  where  Ice  Cream  is  retailed  in 
Glasses,  there  not  being  any  Manufacturers  in  the  District.

OPEN  AIR  SWIMMING  BATH. 

The  Open  Air  Swimming  Bath  in  the  Alexandra  Palace 
Grounds  was  opened  for  the  Second  Season  by  the  Council  on  the 
30th  May,  and  closed  on  the  4th  October,  being  open  for  18  weeks. 

The  Council  this  year  tried  the  experiment  of  setting  apart 
from  1  to  8  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  for  the  use  of  Ladies,  and  the 
numbers  given  below  show  that  it  was  much  appreciated. 

Dressing  boxes  were  provided  for  the  Ladies,  which  were  also 
much  appreciated  by  the  Male  Adult  Bathers,  the  existing  open 
sheds  being  kept  for  the  Boys. 

The  opening  of  the  Bath  to  Ladies  necessitated  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  a  Lady  Attendant,  and  the  Council  were  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mrs.  Hidson,  an  expert  swimmer,  and 
a  lady  who  is  interested  in  swimming  at  Public  Baths.

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Occasionally  Lime  Water  or  Cream  was  given  with  the  Cow’s 
Milk.  Of  the  Patent  Foods,  Allenbury’s  Food  is  by  far  the  most 
popular,  Ridge’s  and  Benger’s  are  sometimes  given,  and  also  Virol. 


The  Circular  prepared  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  upon 
the  Care  of  Children — a  copy  has  been  left  at  each  house — was 
greatly  appreciated,  many  of  the  parents  following  the  advice 
given  therein. 


Only  three  cases  have  been  found  where  the  old  fashioned  tube 
bottle  was  in  use  ;  the  boat-shaped  bottle  being  so  much  easier  to 
keep  clean  may  account  for  its  general  use. 
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In  two  instances  where  the  boiled  bread  was  given,  it  was  pointed 
out  that  it  was  not  a  suitable  food  for  an  infant  of  six  week’s  old, 
one  mother  said  she  had  twelve  children,  all  living,  and  they  had  all 
been  brought  up  on  boiled  bread,  in  the  other  case  it  was  given  on 
the  advice  of  the  grandmother. 

Where  necessary,  cases  have  been  followed  up  and  revisited  so 
long  as  they  were  in  the  District,  but  removals  are  frequent. 

These  visits  number  397. 

Special  enquiries  into  the  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  have 
been  made  in  42  cases.

29  Notifications  have  been  received  from  August  to  December, 
under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

The  outworkers  are  principally  those  who  take  in  work  to  do 
in  their  spare  time,  and  in  many  cases  no  outside  hands  are 
employed. 

The  Workshops  in  the  District  are  generally  satisfactory,  being 
as  a  rule  clean  and  well-ordered,  and  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
the  employees  considered. 

The  visits  to  houses  have  not  been  altogether  visits  of 
Inspection,  but  informal  calls  where  there  has  been  sickness  or 
sign  of  neglect  of  children  with  regard  to  uncleanliness,  &c.,  or 
where  there  have  been  consumptive  patients,  to  advise  care 
respecting  the  other  members  of  the  family. 
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The  Visitor  has  been  kindly  and  courteously  received  in  nearly 
every  case,  and  the  advice  tendered  has  been  taken  in  good  part. 

Generally  speaking,  the  babies  are  very  well  looked  after,  when 
they  are  babies,  even  in  the  poorest  homes,  they  are  more  likely 
to  be  neglected  as  to  cleanliness  of  person  and  clothing  when  they 
are  able  to  run  about. 

There  might  be  an  improvement  in  the  care  Oi  children  of  one 
year  and  upwards  in  many  cases. 

There  are  comparatively  few  mothers  in  Wood  Green  who  go 
out  to  work  as  a  regular  thing,  in  the  few  cases  where  they  are 
factory  or  laundry  hands,  there  has  only  been  one  death  of  a  child 
of  8  months. 


GENERAL. 

No  special  features  outside  the  ordinary  routine  appear  to  have 
arisen  to  call  for  exceptional  reference. 

The  Staff  remains  the  same  as  that  obtaining  in  my  last 
Annual  Report,  and  I  have  to  thank  them  for  their  loyal  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  help  in  the  work  during  the  past  year. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the  continuance 
of  their  confidence  in  me,  and  I  trust  the  work  of  the  Department 
has  given  and  will  continue  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  Council.
